United States, are in 
trouble. The President and general man- 
ager of the company has been hurriedly 
summoned here from his home at Lowell, 
Mass., and detectives have been employed. 

The St. Louis branch of the company Is 
located at 1002 North Broadway. There the 
company hes both its offices and factory, 
and the fluid manufactured there and 
bottled and shipped. 

These commenced pouring in a few days 
ago. Something was wrong with the goods. 
They fermented. And worse—they blew up. 

The whole July brew was loaded, and 
from the way the letters piled in at the 
office at 1002 Broadway it became evident 
that the erstwhile gentle and well-behaved 
bottled drink of the company was pos- 
sessed of some devilish new energy and 
that the bottles were blowing up like so 
many dynamite mines in a thousand drug 
stores and popping and shooting to the 
terror of timid people in five thousand cor- 
ner grocer.es. 

Some of the letters were of an ugly 
tenor. Customers said they had purchased 
a stock of the stuff upon the representa- 
tion that it would stand in stock forever 
and always be just as good as new; that 
had they known the stuff was full of dy- 
namite they would not have bought it, 
and that the company would surely have 
to pay for all the damage which this 
frightful fluid had inflicted upon glassware 
sitting near the scene of the explostons. 

Others said the people up at the factor- 
ies must have slipped a cog somewhere, 
for they had handled the company’s wares 
for some time and never knew them to 
misbehave so uproariously. They refused 
to pay the bills when they became due. 
and the chaos which reigned almost drove 
the men at the factory mad. 

They could not imagine what had hap- 
pene 

In their distress they wired for Dr. A 
Thompson of Lowell, Mass. Dr. Thompson 
is the founder of the business and the 
President and general manager of the com- 
pany. 

He came to St. Louis as fast as trains 
could transport him, He waiked into the 
office at 1002 Broadway yesterday, and his 
stern features were distorted into one great 
and ominous interrogation point . which 
necessitated upon his part the articulation 
of never a word, 

The attaches of the office told him what 
had happened. As he stood listening a case 
of goods which had been set upon the front 
walk for the express wagon began to go off. 
For half q minute the air was full of nerve 
cure and sharp granules of glass, and after 
the fusilade the case of Ware was a wreck 
and the doctor from Lowell had torn out o 
the office with the exclamation that, “What 
we need is a detective and a chemist.” 

The detective and chemist were employed. 
The chemist went to th factory and asked 
to see the tanks. He was taken to a 226- 
gallon tank and had the contents taken out 
and examined the bottom. 

When he had examined the tncustation 
which had formed upon the-bottom o: the 
tank he informed Dr. Thompson that some- 
one had been placing veast :akes in the 
tanks, and that with these the chemical 
equilibrium of the mixture hac been de- 
stroyed in such a way that after standing 
something like three weeks the fluid fo- 
mented and let go.

NEGRO RAN AWAY AND 
WAS HOTLY PURSUED. 


His Employer Thinks There Is a Mis- 
take and That Rebinson Is the 
Sufferer From a Plot Con- 
cocted by Other Negroes. 


Thad Tobdinson, a coachman for Supreme 
Judge William C. Marsha!l, was arrested 
Friday morning charged with attempting to 
enter the home of James M. Franciscus, 3120 
Lafayette avenue. He was taken to the 
Lafayette Park Police Station und a war- 
rant charging attempied burglary was is- 
sued, 

Robinson's arrest was effected after an 
exciting chase, in waich several! shots were 
fired. Fully 40 men and women tin the fash- 
ionable residence section aided in appre- 
hending the negro 

Oscar Durham, a houseman in the em- 
ploy of Mr. Franciscus, claims to have seen 
Robinson attempt the burwlary. He called 
to the intruder, but his voice was evidently 
not heard, and, it is alleged, he leaped into 
the room and took charge of the silver- 
ware. Durham followed him, shouting “‘Rob- 
bers!"’ at the top of his voice. 

The Franciscus househeld was soon awak- 
ened, and they hastened to the first floor in 
double-quick time. 

Robinson perceived his dilemma and 
sprang through a side window. He ran along 
the side yard and darted over the front 
fence, within a hair's breadth of his angry 
pursuers. 

The neighbors heard the racket and 
emerged from their nouses in time to wit- 
ness thé lively sprir:t. 

Durham drew a revolver and opened fire 
at Robinson. He emptied the gun before 
the fugitive halted. 

Mr. Franciscus told Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Johnson Friday that Robinson 
tried to break into his stable a week ago, 
but that his plans were frustrated. 

“I think th.s man,” he said, ‘tis guilty of 
more than he is willing to confess. Cer- 
tainly he is a dangerous character. 

‘About 10 days ago Robinson came to my 
house and quarreled with our colored cook, 
When she tried to eject him he pulled a 
pistol and threatened to kill her. 

‘I have seen him around our kitchen fre- 
quently, and not a few times he has created 
a disturbance. I am 89 years old and it 
may be that he thought we were marks 
for a burglary.

He is about 
30 years of age, rather handsome, and a 


fashionable dresser. 


He began to keep the company of Miss 
Maud Hensler, daughter of Mr. 
John Hensler, wagon 
maker and blacksmith and respected citizen 
of this city. After keeping the g'rl’s com- 
pany nearly a year, they disappeared, and 
on returning reported themselves married. 


They took up their residence in Alton, 
where q child was born. Mr. Hensler on 
making investigation discovered that they 
had not been married. He went to Alton 
and had Davis arrested and compelled him 
to marry his daughter. Since then, Hensler 
claims, Davis has been extorting money 
from Hensler by threatening to take his 
life.

Davis was then released and disappeared. 
He has not been seen since, and it is sup- 
posed that he left the city.

Heroes are lying on 
the wet ground, without any ehelter from storm or the burn- 
Ing sun. They rave in their delirium of Fl Caney and San 
Juan, where they went to offer their lives for freedom anf 
humanity. And now that they are back on American aoil 
they are suffered to die like tramp dogs. The improvised hos- 
pital swarms with the sick, transports crowd the bay full of 
dying men, packed in close quarters, where fresh air and 
light are unknown. And all this within a few hours of New 
York, whence supplies could be started on telegraph order

Chicago street railway companies are complying with the 
fender law passed by that city, and the cars will soon be 
The companies fought the law as long 
as they could, and, as in St. Louis, the fenders to be used will 
be of various patterns, some of which may prove effective 
life-savers and others mere death traps. 

It is said that there are no less than 1526 different kinds of 
street car fenders or suggestions for fenders. To some street 
car managers, however, there is but one kind—the cheapest. 
If this happens to be an efficient device, well and good, *If 
not, the public is the sufferer. 

Beginning Sept. 6 a convention of street railway managers 
and machinists is to be held in Boston for the purpose of 
studying the various styles of fenders. This looks as if the 
companies were begipning to be impressed with the idea that 
further neglect in this matter, while lives are being sacrificed 
almost daily, would be nothing short of criminal. 

It is to be hoped that the St. Louis street railway magnates 
will be present at the convention and that it will result in 
the selection of the best life-saving fender on the market, 
regardless of price. That is the only proper standard for a 
life-saving device.

Were Tricked by Him. 


The remarkable story told in Thursday's 
Post-Dispatch of the operations of a clever 
forger who has victimized scores of busi- 
ness houses has caused a general overhaul- 
ing of checks, The result {s that reports 
from other quarters are being reported at 
police headquarters 

Many victims prefer that their names be 
not given; others are willing, for they de- 
clare the forgery is so clever that it casts 
no discredit upon any one who accepts one 
of the checks. 

To the list of victims given in Thursday’s 
Post-Dispatch can be added the Hargadine- 
McKittrick Dry Goods Co, at Tenth street 
and Washington avenue and the N. & J. 
Friedman Cloak Co, at 415 North Eighth 
erree . 

: whe trand has been carried on for several 
months, during which time some of the 
largest firms in the city have been victim- 
ae ibhard Shields, a clerk in the cashier’s 
department of the Hargardine-McHKilttrick 
Dry Goods Company, got a good look at 


as a personal favor the cashing of a $66 
check, as he was a little short of cur- 
rency. 

“It was in the afternoon and the man 
used the plea that the. banks were closed, 
as an explanation. We were pleased to 
cash the check and the money was handed 
him without a sugpicion. He bowed politely 
and thanking us, walked out. 


“Though I had no particular reason to 
remember him, I did and am positive that 
I could identify him if confronted with him 
or should see him on the street. I have 
never seen him since, but if I should there 
will be a tussle between us.” 

The man is 6 feet, 8 inches tall; 22 years 
old; has a small red mustache, and is 180 
»unds in weight. He is a blonde with
